Leading  the  team  in  free  throw 
percentage  was  junior  guard 
Wayne  Warmbier  at  84%.

The  Bears  have  yet  to  face  the 
challenges  of  the  year's  two  major 
tournaments:  the  Hudson  Valley 
Conference  Tournament  at  Pratt 
Institute  and  the  USCAA  National 
Tournament  at  New  Hampshire 
tech  in  March.
